With 30 Cent Climb 


The state fax rate for 1025 
was 
certified to the county auditor. Phil 
Wilk, today by the state hoard 
of 
tax commissioner", which enabled the 
auditor and his clerk to compute the 
total levies for next 
year in even* 
township, town and city in the coun­ 


ty* 
Nine o f the taxing divisions will 
have lower rates than this year and 
in six the rates will he higher. 


The combined state tax rate 
was 
its 1 need from 3ft cents to twentveight 
cents for 1925, the reduction 
being 
effected bv the state hoard in cut­ 
ting the benevolent institution 
tund 
from twelve to eight 
<*ents. 
This 
four cent reduet ion was offset by an 
increase of one and a halt cents on 
the state tax and a half cent on the 
teachers’ jwuision fund, making the 
net decrease two cents. 
These are the only Jhrec 
levies 
fixed by the state board, as the oth­ 
er- are the results of a c ts o l the leg­ 
n ature. 
Rushville citv has the largest in- 
erease o f anv taxing division in 
the 
eounty, the bulge 
over 
this 
year 
amounting to thirty* cents. It is due 
to higher levies being made by the 
city council for next 
year as 
the 
county tax netted the same and the 
state tax was reduced.

get ting ready to refund her debt to 
the United States, and that a French 
•comiiiassion will come to Washington 
before tLeeud of the year to discuss 
the subject with the American For- 
eign Debt Commission. 


This development is the result of 


the careful tact 'and diplomacy of 
the present administration at Wash- 
ington. Not once has an insistent 
note been dispatched to France fora 
debt settlement. 


President Coolidge recognized that 


the French struggle to obtain repara- 
tions from Germany occupied the at- 
lenlioii of that government to the ex- 
clusion of other matters, and that a 
<lebt agreement could.not be .expect- 
ed until a European settlement had 
taken place. That settlement has 
found expression in the Dawes plan, 
and the refunding is to follow as a 
natural result. Thus we see that the 
Dawes plan may not only be the 
means of ending the strife in Europe 
but also of returning billions of dol- 
lars to American taxpayers that they 
had almost despaired of ever seeing 
again.
